\ ery few weekly newspapers rn 
the nation u e i e offering co ld a d ­ 
vertising ut the time The Anvil 
H erald worked out their process. 
and so far as is known, none were 
using their simplified met nod. I p 
to this time, it h a d been necessary 
to Clean the big newspaper press 
completely when changing colors.

In February of '88 he joined 
Kd Kaufman and helped to lake a 
herd of horses to 
Dodge 
City, 
Kansas. They left Castroville with 
til J horses, mostly untamed, and 
it took four months to make the 
drive The horses subsisted on the 
wild grass which they grazed as 
they traveled, watered wnetjgver 
they came to a stream and had to 
be herded day and night. Neat 
Fort Griffin they contacted a wire 
fence, something new in that day, 
and a stampede resulted, <ausing 
the loss of a number of animals. 
Crossing Bed River at Don’s store, 
they tound the river dry. and their 
horses, especially the saddle stock, 
s u f f e r i n g from long travel, short 
grazing and scant water 
lo add 
to their troubles, their first con­ 
tact with the Indians 
was 
not 
pleasant. 
They demanded a fee of $25 
for the privilege of driving the 
herd across their reservation, and 
when Kaufman 
demurred 
they 
stampeded the horses, causing the 
loss of several head and delaying 
the drive for some days. I o add 
further to their tribulations, their 
chuck-wagon broke down and they 
had to drag it 150 miles on three 
wheels to reach the nearest wheel­ 
wright.

Dodge City, finally reached on 
July 4, Mr. Kaufman sold 50 head 
of saddle horses at $100 each. He 
dosed out the remainder of the 
lot to a local dealer and returned 
home by train. Mr. Saathoff re­ 
mained with the horses until the 
new owner sold them off and then 
hired to a local cattleman for two 
months after which he returned 
home, reaching Quihi for C hrist- 
mas.By the spring of ’84 he w as rea­ 
dy for another adventure, and ac­ 
companied by his brother, Elum* 
Saathoff, and George Cordes and 
John Conrad, (?), he again joined 
Mr. Kaufman and on March 
I, 
left Castroville with 500 head of 
horses. 
They followed much the same 
r o u t e . With other hardships, they 
suffered from

storm 
ever 
encountered 
while 
tamped on North River. When it 
was over, the ice lay two feet deep 
on the ground and the herd had 
drifted five miles before the driv­ 
ing storm.

Others produced the 
meat but were lacking in wool. Researchers have 
made progress on breeds of lambs to produce both 
m eat and good wool economically. 
A first step in the improvement of any animals or 
any herd is to use proven sires on dams of known pro­ 
ductive ability. Tile eye alone is not enough. To know 
production records and ancestry is vital. Bull grading 
programs offer greater certainty in choosing a sire. 
Weighing young animals at weaning time and mark­ 
ing them is important, especially in the selection of 
gilts. A “touch system” of sheep grading is proving 
helpful in culling large bands in little time.

State College of Washington 
“Should I specialize in some crop or en­ 
terprise, or should I diversify my oper­ 
ations?”
